In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the 
National Cudet Corps Act, 1948 (Act 31 of 1948), the Central Government 
hereby males the following rules, further to acnond the National Cadet Corps 
Rules, 1948, namely :•— 

1. (I) These rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (Amendment; 
Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in (he 
Official Gazette. 

2, In the National Cadet Cotps Rules. 1948, foi rule 22, the following 
rule shall be substituted, namely 

“22 Period of Appointment.—Subject to the provisions of Part VII of 
these rules, a person commissioned in the National Cadet Corns 
shall hold that commission n« a” officer in (hut Corp'i until he 
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reaches 45 years of age, when he shall be discharged from the 
Corps : 

Provided that if in the opinion of Lbe authority granting him the com¬ 
mission, such person continues to be physically fit and it is necessary 
or expedient so to do, such authority may, during the period upto 
31st December, 1981, extend the period of commission of such 
person, who has attained the age of 45 years, upto the age of 5it 
years.”
